announced March 10 that, with 

the personal approval of Presi- 

dent Roosevelt, who is an en- 

thusiastic stamp collector, he 
has directed the issuance of a special 
stamp to commemorate the 150th an- 
niversary of the issuance of the Proc- 
lamation of Peace, at Newburgh, N. 
Y., April 19, 1783. 


The new stamp will be of the three- 
cent denomination printed in purple 
ink. It will show Washington’s head- 
quarters at Newburgh, with his flag 
flying from the staff and depict the 
surrounding mountains and river. At 
the top of the stamp will be the words 
“U. S. Postage.” 


The stamp will first be placed on 
sale at the post office at Newburgh, 
N. Y., on April 19, and at the Phila- 
telic Agency, Washington, D. C. on 
the day following. It will be on sale 
at other post offices throughout the 
nt as soon as distribution can be 
made. 


There will be 50,000,000 of the new 
stamp printed at the Bureau of En- 
graving and printing for use of post- 
masters. 


The Hasbrouck House, at New- 
burgh, which Washington occupied as 
his headquarters and which is still 
standing, claims to be among our 
most cherished and famous Revolu- 
tionary shrines. Washington occupied 
the home from April 1, 1782 to Au- 
gust 19, 1783. It was from this 
house that he wrote his famous let- 
ter of advise to the Governors of the 
States, and also his reply to Colonel 
Nicola, disdaining the offer of a 
crown.

The headquarters are often referred 
to both as the first White House and 
the Cradle of the Republic. It was 
here, on April 19, 1783, that General 
Washington issued the formal procla- 
mation of Peace with the British and 





from here that many of the Conti- 
mental troops were disbanded. 

At the time this copy is prepared 
no statement has been made about 
covers being supplied to collectors as 
is the usual method with the issue of 
new stamps but collectors can doubt- 
less proceed in the usual manner and 
remit direct to the Postmaster at 
Newburgh by coin, currency or 
Money Order along with addressed 
envelopes on which stamps will be 
placed and mailed with first day can- 
cellation. 





President Roosevelt being a stamp 
collector will probably look with favor 
on numerous proposed special stamp 
issues. Probably he will figure that a 
few thousand dollars here and there 
will help balance the Postoffice Deficit.

not permit a thorough discussion of 
the subject and in so far as the A. P. 
S. is concerned it might be just as 
well to wait and print what transpires 
at this meeting as to attempt to point 
out ways and means by which sec- 
tional meetings of stamp collectors 
can be held. 

For our own part, we always favor 
action of some sort rather than mere 
discussion and we fear that it will be 
pointed out to the sponsors of any 
plan that may be brought forward 
that there is nothing in the Consti- 
tution of the A. P. S. that will permit 
such meetings and of course that be- 
ing the situation, it just can’t be done. 

Perhaps that finding will quiet some 
of the boys and make them feel that 
they have done all that they can do 
to realize their ambition. 

There has always been in our mind 
a belief that the greatest good that a 
collector gets from any stamp club, 
society or association comes from his 
interest in his local club, next to that, 
contact with clubs within his own 
state or in neighboring cities. 

National associations or societies 
are builded with the idea that the 
national body is the chief unit and so 


long as that is the situation it is not | 


practical to get the most that can be 
had for your local organization from 
the parent organization. 

There is a remedy for the situation 
however and it lies solely in the organ- 
ization of local clubs, their eventual 
association together as state or sec- 
tional units and eventually when or- 
ganizations of this sort are founded 
in various parts of the country, co- 
operation among them for mutual 
benefit, always with the thought in 
mind that the local units are the chief 
factors. 


An organization founded on these 
lines could become a very large and 
powerful national organization with- 
in a very short time. Its strength 
would be in its many local branches, 
the greater part of the cost of mem- 
bership would go into the local club 
treasury, only a small part of the 
total going to the state or sectional 
unit and a small part to the national 
unit. 

As we are organized at present, 
there are hundreds of small clubs 
throughout the country. Membership 
cost in these varies from nothing to 
as much as ten or twelve dollars per 
year. In the formation of a national 
organization based on the plans rough- 
ly outlined, the greater part of the 
dues for any local club would stay 
in the local club treasury, only a cer- 
tain portion would be paid to the state 
and national unit. 


Each local club would have repre- | 


sentation in the state governing body 
through its president. Each state 
unit would have representation in the 
national unit through the state presi- 
dent. 

Anyone who knows anything about 
local stamp clubs know that there are 
few that have ever successfully con- 
ducted a sales department.

Few collectors know that the Ken- 
sington Dispensary in Philadelphia 
issued TB seals in 1907-8. They are 
Green’s No. 267, 268 and 269. The 
first, inscribed “Merry Christmas” 
was issued in 1907. The second and 
third respectively “Easter Greetings” 
and “Greetings” appeared in 1908. 





Brazil has again issued a seal with 
the date 1932 below, a child with 
wings and outstretched arms walking 
on clouds in center and on her left 
a double barred cross, with a starry 
background of green. The words 
“Feliz Navidad” in red are on the 
clouds and a value of 5c in lower left 
corner. 





Japan has issued two seals through 
its “shizenuryoyosha” Society, both 
bear the dates of 1932-33 and above 
name so their identity will be easy. 





South Africa has issued two seals, 
both dated 1932 in red and black, one 
in English and the other in Boor lan- 
guage. 





Korea is the latest country to join 
in the good fight against Tuberculosis 
and has issued a seal in yellow green, 
black and red in booklet form 5x2 with 
the wording Xmas and New Year 
Greeting 1932-33 above a double deck 
pagoda and “Good Health” below and 
double barred cross. 





Egypt has issued a “Xmas Seal” for 
use on mail of troops stationed there. 
The design consists of a rough sketch 
of a camel and the Pyramids, along 
with the inscription “British Forces in 
Egypt. Xmas Seal. 3 Milliemes 3.” 





From the March Bulletin of the N. 
T. A. we learn that the Delaware 
Anti-Tuberculosis Society is offering 
5,000 of the 1907 seals for sale, and 
it indicates that more of them may be 
in the hands of the Delaware Society. 
We understand from other sources 
that these have been temporarily 
withdrawn from sale and that up until 
a year ago these were placed on con- 
signment with certain dealers. We 
understand that the Delaware Society 
is preparing to market them. What 
the effect on the price will be, it is 
impossible to say. Even if they hold 
up the price and only release a few, 
the psychological effect of such a large 
stock cornered and concealed until 
now will bring the price down. We 
expect the 1907 to be selling soon at 
only a few cents each. A suggestion 
has been made, that in view of these 
facts, the 1907 be dropped from our 
listings. This could be done very 
nicely as the 1908 was the first Na- 
tional seal issued as the 1907 were 
issued locally and not by the American 





Red Cross or the National Tubercu- 
losis Association. We understood that 
there was an agreement that all un- 
sold stocks must be destroyed at the 
end of the sale each year. This has 
not been carried out we know as the 
headquarters of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association has a stock of 
seals from which we understand they 
sell wholesale to dealers. It is very 
deplorable that the taint of possible 
profiteering should come into this 
hobby. 





The following communications are 
from Mr. Kinkead. 


To the Members of the Christmas 
Seals and Charity Stamps Society: 


It has come to the knowledge of 
your President that there exists a 
tremendous stock of seals of 1907 cov- 
ering both types I and II. This knowl- 
edge is also shared by the National 
Tuberculosis Association as well as 
the Scott Stamp and Coin Co., who 
were the printers of the original check 
list which the writer prepared early 
in 1928. 

At that time the compiler of that 
check list had access to and knowl- 
edge of certain stock of seals on 
which he based the prices that were 
then placed on all the known seals. 
It is obvious that if the compiler or 
the Scott Stamp and Coin Co., or the 
National Tuberculosis Association had 
known of the quantities of the seals 
of 1907, that we now know of, being 
in existence, such prices that we 
placed on these seals. would have been 
ridiculous. The prices that were 
placed on these seals were based on 
the known stock of that time and 
were in line with the method of pric- 
ing postage stamps by the Scott 
Stamp & Coin Co. 

We also have knowledge of a stock 
of other seals, covering issues of 1908, 
1910-11-12 and Type 3 of 1913, which 
you will find revised downwards in 
the supplementary catalogue. 

We are naturally very much cha- 
grined that these stocks should now 
come to light after we had made every 
effort to ascertain if such stock ex- 
isted, by communicating with the 
parties holding these stocks 6 or 7 
years ago. They chose then not to 
reveal the fact that they had them, 
which has put all of us in a very em- 
barrassing position of being compelled 
to revise the prices downward of cer- 


tain seals.

A series of complaints have reached 
our President from the National Tu- 
beculosis Ass’n. and the printers of 
the National seals. On the front page 
of the 1928 Christmas Seal Check list, 
a suggestion was made that the Print- 
ers and others are not to be written 
to about seals. Unfortunately this 


warning was not repeated on the May 
1932 list. 

The Printer’s contract with the N. 
T. A. states that no sample seals are 





to be furnished to any one, and the 
Printers are respecting that contract. 

Evidently the information about 
Printer’s marks published in this col- 
umn in Linn’s Dec. 3, 1932, prompted 
many of these letters. Dealers have 
tried to buy seals at low prices. They 
cannot be accommodated. 

Our President’s position in the Tu- 
berculosis field, as a volunteer work- 
er during twenty odd years, has given 
him an unusual opportunity to know 
what is going on; and if any member 
desires information, if he or she will 
address Mr. Kinkead, sending a 
stamped addressed envelope, he will 
receive a reasonably prompt reply. 

Please respect the suggestion not 
to write the Printers.
